The chief of police was on hand 
with a large guard of secret service 
men, and the count was conveyed 
to his home in the chief’s car. 
‘And these are my friends, the 
Argentines!” he exclaimed to em­ 
ployes of the legation who met him. 
“What has happened?” he asked.

The capture of all the 
Austro-Hungarian positions on San 
Gabriele is now believed to be but 
a matter of hours. 
The fighting near the forest of 
Tarnovo was very severe as the 
Austrians had assembled an enor­ 
mous force of artillery there. The 
positions there were taken by in­ 
fantry attack at heavy cost to the 
Italians. The battle has been rag 
ing for twenty days. 
Last week the Austrians chang­ 
ed from the defensive and begar 
an offensive using masses of their 
best troops. 
The loss of San Ga 
briele will mean for the Austrians, 
the embassy says, the loss of all 
the vantage points against the Go- 
rizia plain and the Frigido valley.

Washington, Sept. IL —Canteen 
service of the Red Cross for mtni- 
beis of the rational army and na­ 
tional guard as they travel to the 
cantonments

being enthusiasti­ 
cally welcomed by the troops as­ 
sembling at mobilization points and 
at junctions and wait-overs. 
Im­ 
ports received by Foster Rockwell, 
director of canteen service, from 
many chapters which 
have 
bein 
serving light refreshments to tin 
detachments passing through their 
towns, show the appreciation and 
enthusiasm of the troops. 
At Washington, I). C., where the 
local chapter has been serving as 
high as 20,000 cups of coffee in a 
day to the troops passing through 
tilt* soldiers leaned out of lite car 
windows when they saw the Red 
Cross uniforms and gave an extem­ 
porized 
but 
spirited 
Red 
Cross 
(beer. 
From all parts of the coun­ 
try comes lite same story—the sol- 
diers hilly understand tin* meaning 
of this patriotic service of tin* wo­ 
men of the Red Cross. 
Only a small proportion of the 
national army has as yet gone into 
the cantonments, and the heavier 
work o{ the Red Cross canteen ser­ 
vice is still ahead. But most of the 
chapters have tim work fully organ­ 
ized and feel themselves equipped 
to meet whatever emergency may 
develop. 
J he Red Cross canteen service 
hopes to keep the Red Cross uni­ 
form conspicuous in railroad buffets 
and restaurants all over the coun­ 
try while the troops are moving.
